lawful manslaughter.” 
The courthouse was packed during 
the trial yesterday. 
As soon as court 
adjourned many officials departed. 
When deputies started out w’ith the 
prisoner on the way to the jail they 
were surrounded and disarmed and 
held in the courthouse, while a score 
or more of men took the prisoner to 
a street car.

Q.— W h a t is the S c rip tu ra l method of 
ordination? 
It seem* to me th a t the 
laym en should have something to say 
as to who shall be th e ir re p resen ta­ 
tives. 
H a v e the clergy arrogated to 
them selves privileges in this connec­ 
tion to which they are not entitled? 
(A m erica n .) 
Answer.—Priestcraft, and not the 
teachings of our Lord ami His Apos­ 
tles, Is responsible for the division of 
the church Into two classes, culled 
“clergy” and “laity.” 
it is still the 
spirit of priestcraft that seeks to lord 
It over God’s heritage in every way 
possible,—proportionately to the densi­ 
ty of the ignorance prevailing in any 
congregation. 
The word ordain. in re­ 
spect to elders, those who preside over 
the church, occurs in Titus i, 5. 
It is 
from the Greek which signifies to plam 
down. 
“Set in order the things that 
are wanting, and ordain elders in 
I every city, as I gave thee charge.” 
It. V. 
On the face of it this text 
seems to imply that Titus was em­ 
powered to appoint these elders, re­ 
gardless of the wishes of the congre­ 
gations (churches, ecclesia*); and It is 
on this view that the whole clerical 
system rests. 
The leading churches 
all claim for their bishops an apostolic 
authority to set, to place or appoint, 
elders for the congregation^ —■without 
the stretching forth of the hand, or 
vote of the church. 
This text Is the 
bulwark of this idea; but it appears 
to he rather a weak support when we 
notice the last clause,—“As I gave 
thee charge”—and 
reflect that the 
Apostle would surely not give Titus 
“charge” or instruction to do different­ 
ly from what he (the Apostle) did in 
this matter. The account of the Apos­ 
tle’s own procedure, rightly translated, 
is very explicit: “And when they had 
elected them elders by a show of 
hands in every eocle&ia. and had pray­ 
ed with fasting, they commended them 
to the Lord.” (Acta xiv, 23.) 


There are two great things to 
do. One is to set up the rule of 
Justice and of right in such mat­
